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PREFACE. 


To  the  ^layor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1947. 

The  chief  problem  confronting  the  Pubhc  Health  Department 
has  been  the  lack  of  adequate  housing  facilities.  Some  of  the 
conditions  under  which  people  live  and  some  of  the  conditions 
which  young  people  in  desperation  have  to  accept,  are  appalling. 
In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is  distressing  to  see  the  slow  progress 
with  which  new  building  is  being  carried  out.  I would  appeal  to 
the  Council  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  expedite  the  erection  of 
houses  which  are  so  desperately  needed. 

The  Clinic  situated  in  Pond  Street  has  worked  to  capacity 
during  the  year,  and  its  contribution  to  the  Health  Services  of 
the  area  is  by  no  means  a small  one.  Except  for  the,  week-ends, 
a Clinic  of  some  kind  is  held  daily. 

The  Ambulance  Service  in  the  Borough  is  proving  a boon  to 
the  inhabitants,  and  I should  like  to  again  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Members  of  the  Carmarthen 
Borough  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge,  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  CarmaiThen  Urban  District  Authority  is  comprised  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is 
largely  rural  and  is  undeveloped. 

Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

The  estimated  population  made  by  the  Registrar-General  for 
mid-year  1947  was  10,190,  and  for  1946  it  was  10,240.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to 
the  Rate  Book  lis  3,052  (approx.).  The  rateable  value  of  the 
Borough  is  £65,107  and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate 
is  £261. 

Social  Conditions. 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough ; it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  is  an  agricultural  centre.  Because  of  its 
geogi’aphical  situation,  it  is  the  hub  of  the  county  and  an  im- 
portant centre,  especially  from  a road  communication  point  of 
view.,  ■, 

There  has  been  no  special  industrial  development  during  the 
year.  The  main  occupations  are  associated  with  agriculture,  the 
railway,  shop  assistants,  clerical  work,  garage  workers  and  com- 
mercial travellers.  There  are  few  mine-workers  living  in  the  area 
who  work  outside  the  area.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  still  continues 
to  function  in  the  Borough.  It  provides,  both  a Bacteriological  and 
Pathological  Service,  and  continues  to  play  a most  important  part 
in  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Carmarthen  Borough  Division  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
continued  the  ambulance  service  it  inaugurated  last  year.  The 
personnel  of  the  Divisiou  are  mainly  voluntary,  and  their  keenness 
and  enthusiasm  has  resulted  in  the  service^  being  an  extremely 
efficient  one. 

Some  idea  of  the  work  done  by  the  Division  can  be  deduced  from 
the  fact  that  during  the  year  970  patients  were  carried. 

It  is  regi'ettable  that  this  Scheme  is  not  as  well  supported  as  it 
should  be. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  County  Council. 
The  Borough  Council  contribute  by  rate  to  the  County  Council,  so 
that  any  person  admitted  receives  treatment  and  maintenance  free 
of  cost. 

Maternity. 

Under  the  Borougji  Maternity  Scheme,  two  beds  are  reserved 
at  the  Coimty  Infirmary  Maternity  Wing  for  the  use  of  patients 
from  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

During  the  year,  82  patients  were  treated  in  these  beds. 

Infant  Welfare'  Centre. 

The  centre  is  open  weekly  and  has  maf.ntained  its  numbers  well. 
The  Ladies’  Committee  deserve  the  greatest  thanks  for  the  loyal 
manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during  the 
year.

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The  Public  Health  Department  cakes  particular  care  with  regard 
to  both  Premature  and  Illegitimate  children,  and  the  Health 
Vi  sitor  is  particularly  directed  to  visit  the  homes  of  both  these 
categories,  so  as  to  ensure  that  everything  possible  is  done  to 
maintain  the  children  in  a good  state  of  health.  With  regard  to 
Illegitimate  children,  the  Health  Visitor  works  in  conjunction 
with  the  St.  David’s  Diocesan  Welfare  Worker. 

Health  Visitors. 

One  Health  Visitor  is  employed  by  the  Borough  Council.

The  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors  for  the  area  are  the  Health 
Visitor  and  the  Believing  Officer. 

No  proceedings  were  taken  or  orders  applied  for  during  the  year.

Attendance  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  held  once  weekly  were  as 
follows:  —

Venereal  Diseases. 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  There  are  no 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  situated  within  the  Borough;  the 
nearest  Clinic  administered  by  them  is  at  the  General  Hospital, 
Llanelly,  and  travelling  expenses  to  enable  patients  to  attend  this 
Clinic  and  the  Swansea  Clinic  are  granted  by  the  County  Council 
according  to  financial  circumstances.

Mr.  (i.  L.  Ovens,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports  as 
follows:  — 

1.  Water  Supply. 

(a)  Owing  t<5  the  se\ere  drought  in  September  and  October 
pumping  of  the  River  Owili  had  to  be  resorted  to  so  that 
the  bulk  of  the  Town  could  be  suppked  with  Water.  The 
yield  of  the  springs  at  Cwmtawel  dropped  lower  than  has 
been  noticed  in  the.  last  twenty  years  at  least.  The 
.springs  in  the  Cwrnoernant  Valley  were  also  at  the  lowest 
known,  fortunately  we  had  a ^ horse  power  electric  pump 
whicli  was  adopted  to  supj^ly  the,  top  zone  of  the  small 
area  around  Heol-y-Delyn  with  water  from  the  Balancing 
Reservoir. 

The  Spring  at  Trevaughan  practically  dried  up,  and  the 
water  cart  waisi  filled  twice  a.  da.y  and  sent  there  to  give 
drinking  wa.ter  for  the  inhabitants. 

(b)  The  Main  Water  Supply  to  the  Town  is  receiving  con- 
sta.nt  chlorination,  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to.  instal 
Pressure  Filters  at  Cwmtawel.  Plans  and  Estimates  for 
the  latter  scheme  will  be  prepared  at  an  early  date. 

(c)  There  are  no  public  standpipes,  and  it  is  estimated  about 
24  houses  are  supplied  by  private  standpipes.  The  re- 
ma.inder  of  the  houses  in.  the  area  where  watermains  are 
situated,  approximately  3,'000  are  supplied  direct  to  the 
houses. 

(d)  The  Council  has  approved  the  provision  of  a new  Water- 
main  to  Trevaughan  and  a new  Water  Supply  from  a 
Si)ring  at  Llanllwch,  and  the  particulars  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  approval. 

A Scheme  for  Pressure  Filters  has  been  approved  in  principle 
b^  the  Council,  details  are  now  being  considered. 

700  yards  of  temporary  3 inches  watermain  was  laid  for  the 
Royal  Welsh  Show. 

Five  miles  of  the  Trunk  9 inches  maSn  was  scraped  to  increase 
the  delivery  50  per  cent.

(a)  ^io  ue.w  works  o.f  Sewerage  have  been  carried  out. 

(b)  A scheme  for  ohe  drainage  of  the  Bronwydd  Road 
District  has  been  prepared,  the  Estimated  cost  of  which 
is  £16,000,  on  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  and  is  now 
being  considered  with  a view  to  Sanction  being  obtained 
from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  the  work  to  proceed.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria. 

It  is  interesting  to  peruse  the  Notitication  and  Death  rates  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  from  1893  to  1947. 

From  die  Table  it  is  seen  that  the  Notification  Eate  of  Diphtheria 
has  varied  from  year  to  year,  e.g.,  in  1901  it  was  5.783  per  1.000 
population,  in  1925  it  was  1.113,  and  in  1939  it  was  10.027. 

During  the  latter  years  intensive  campaigns  have  been  carried 
out  to  have  children,  immunised  against  this  disease,  with  the 
result  that  during  the,  last  three  years  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has 
occurred  .in  the  Borough. 

Infantile  Paralysis. 

During  the  year,  3 male  and  3 female  cases  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  this  disease.  Of  the  six  cases,  one,  was  over  15 
years  of  age,  four  were  under  10  years,  and  onei  whose  age  was 
unkno-wn. 

All  these  patients  were  isolated  in  Hospital,  and  the  majority 
made  complete  recovery,  and  there  were  no  deaths.

Tlie  estimated  number  of  children  aged  5 to  15  years  in  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen  for  mid-ye.ar  1947  is  1,409,  of  which 
number  1,272  have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  giving  a 
percentage  of  90.27.

The  estimated  number  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  in  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen  for  mid-year  1947  is  811,  of  which  356 
have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  giving  a percentage  of 
43.89. 

Most  children  are  immunised  after  their  first  birthday,  and 
because  of  this  the  above  percentage  does  not  give  a true  picture, 
as  it  is  based  on  the  estimated  number  of  children  under  5 years 
of  age,,  i.e.,  811.  If  20  per  cent,  of  this  estimated  number  is 
deducted  to  give  an  estimate  number  of  children  between  1 year 
of  age  and  5 years,  the  percentage  immunised  will  increase  from 
43.89  to  54.85.
